First Word of American II Re- 
ceived at Fort William. Train 
Crew Saw Balloon Headed 
North 


IT CROSSED C.P.R. EAST OF 
PORT ARTHUR AT RAPID RATE 


If It Goes Beyond National Trans- 
continental The Voyagers Must 
Certainly Perish in North- 
ern Wilderness 


Fort William, Oct. 26—The first 
word that has reached civilization of 
the balloon, America II., was received 
here last night with the arrival of 
the westbound Montreal express with 
three members of the crew on board, 
who positively assert that a huge 
balloon crossed the C. P. R. track 43 
miles east of Fort William and bore 
away to the north 

The mail clerk, A. C. Guerar, of the 
Imperial Limited, said the balloon 
was first noticed at Ouimet, some 40 
miles east of Port Arthur, about 12 
miles to the north of the track, rap- 
idly moving towards the line of the 
transcontinental, in which case the 
arerostat is moving further away from 
civilization into the heart of the bush- 
land. 

Dusk had settled over the land , 
when he noticed two lights swinging 
back and forth in the breeze. They 
were not traceable to any other cause 
than the presence of a balloon. He 
is sure of this because this country is 
sparsely populated and the outlines 
of the bag were plainly visible. 

Knowing of the search for the mis- 
sing balloon he sought other members 
of the crew of the train to see the 
lights and the balloon in order to ver- 
ify his story. Those who corroborate 


the claim are A. J. Coburn and H. 
Lee, mail clerk and messenger. No 


attempt was made here to find if the 
passengers saw the light as the train 
passed through to Winnipeg with a 
short stop. There is no telegraph sta- 


tion at Ouimet, the nearest being 
Port Arthur, on the west side, and 
Nipigon 20 miles on the east side. | 

No information can be had from 


these points. 

At the rate the balloon was travel- 
ling when seen by the mail clerks 
about Oulmet, it would cross the line 
of the National Transcontinental rail- 
way 150-miles north, in the middle of 
the night, beyond which all is wild- 
erness. If the luckless voyagers cross 
this line and enter the regions beyond 
then all hope is gone as the country 
is totally uninhabited and they must! 
certainly perish.

The Medical Health Officer Reports | High Tariff and Resulting High 


They Have Adequate Ventila- 
tion Facilities 


An inspection of theatres 
cently been made by Dr. Whitelaw, 
the medical health officer of the city, 
and the results of his investigation are 
embodied jin a report presented to the 
commissioners today. Dr. Whitelaw 
finds that all threatres have proper 
facilities for ventilation, provided the 
ventilators are freely opened, 
the auditorium crowded, As the 
wenther became colder, those depend- 
ent on side Windows for ventilation 
might exhibit an inclination to sacri- 
fice ventilation for warmth and should 
have the frequent attention of the 
police and health inspectors during 
the performance. 

Of ten theatres inspected, five had 
proper sanitary conveniences while 
five had none whatever. Three had 
not even provided a watgr service for 
fire protection. The medical inspector 
points out in his report that the de- 
ficiency in lavatory accommodations 
is confined to the picture show the- 
atres, where such accommodations are 
not so urgently needed as at the stage 
theatres. A detailed report is made 
of the conditions in each theatre.

The heart was missed by a 
fraction, the lung was punctured and 
the liver was barely missed, 

Medicai aid was summoned at once 
by people who rushed to the house

Her wounds are very serious, and 
she ig in a very critical condition, es- 
pecially so as it was learned by the 
medical men upon examination that | 
the cause of the pain in her right side 
was a perforated appendix.
